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EXPLANATORY. 



Some twelve years ago, I undertook, as a pastime, 
to gather such informatiou concerning mj family an* 
ceatry and c-^nuc ;ti jns as an amateiu in such work, 
with but few lajts in hand as the basis of inquiry, 
might conveniently obtain. The faciUcy, however, 
with which the ancestral line and collateral branches 
were unfolded by the records examined, led to an ex- 
tension of the inquiry, and many names and items of 
interest pertaining to various branches of the Fosdiok 
family were obtained, and grouped and arranged in a 
general manuscript record of the family at large. Of 
these names, those contained in the Oyster Bay 
branch, constitute a little more than one third only. 
In undertaking now to accede to roquests made from 
time to time to print, it was obvious that to include all 
the branches would materially increase the time and 
labor required for the work ; and indeed, would be well 
liigh impracticable on my part, as it would call for an 
effort toward completeness as to all the branches which 
weald involve extended research and visitation to lo- 
cclities, reoiiiring oiore time and attention than are 
compatible with the daily demands of business life. 
This consider: h*n and the circumstanc that the lim- 
itation to a ^.ag e branch Toold allow of particular 
reference to some incidents and data, v iiich, while of 
interest to its members, mignt doc be deemed of suffic- 
iviit import to be inserted in a j»enernl record, induced 
'•It ro coritiue the ioUjwinj pages to the branch which 
r .^ the primary subject of inquiry. 
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i\ EXPLANATORY. 

I selected Ojster Bay as the (Ustinctive term to 
designate this branch, because that is the place where 
its fouuder, Samael Fosdick 3d; resided daring the 
greater part of his life, and was the birthplace of all 
his children. In my investigation of this branch its 
records were found to be scattered an<l fragmentar}*, 
and although, bj tlir aid of its reprcsentatires, thej 
hare l>eeu obtained to the extent indicated by the fol- 
f owing recortl, yet the record is necessarily far from 
complete, and it is submitted to the representatives of 
this branch (for whom exclusively it is printed) with 
the re(|Uest tliat they will freely suggest to me such 
oorrectious and additions as they shall tintl it to u(^e<l. 

It is owing to the interest and liberality of Hon. 
Morris Fosdick, father of the compiler, who bears the 
expense of passing these pages through the press, that 
the work is thus put in permanent form for preserva- 
tion and distribution.

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ORIGIN. 



The first known ancestor, bearing the family name, 
was Stephen Fosdick, who, with his wife and eight 
children, settled at Charlestown, on Massachusetts 
Bay, in 1635. Nothing positive is known of them 
prior to this; no inquiry has been prosecnted abroad 
to obtain earlier facts ; bat there is no reason to donbt 
that they came from England, and all the indications 
point to a long succession of English ancestors. Say* 
age, in his Genealogical Dictionary (Art Fosdick) al- 
ludes to the English origin'; Lower, in his Painy- 
nrpnica Britannica^ gives the family name (in forms 
Fosdick, Forsdike) an an English surname^; there is a 
parish of the name (form Fosdyke) in Lincolnshire'*; 
and the name of " Johne de Focodic" appears in the 
list for Lincoln County in the Ihmdretl IMh of Ed- 
ward I.« (A. D. 1273). This theory conforms sub- 
stantially to the traditions held by some of the Amer- 
ican branches of the family.'^ And the fact that the 
arrival in this country embraced an entire household, 
and the circumstances of their life after their arrival, 
tend to show that they had a permanent family estab- 
lishment at home, and that they were a branch of an 
old, though perhaps not conspicuous family there.

Note. — The concurrence of the various family tradi- 
tions in ascribing the family origin to Great Britain is 
noteworthy, because of the wiiloly Keparated localities, 
and the entirely distinct branches of the family from 
which they have come. Scotland, Wales and England 
are all named as the immediate country of its location, 
but the most direct statements, founded upon the re- 
sult of some inquiry, point to England. The family 
name, Fos<1yk, is said to be common in Wales, &nd 
the Fosdecks in Coblentz, Germany, but a quaint and 
comparatiTely clear statement in 1865, comes from 
Erie Co., N. Y., as follows : 

'' Tradition says that their ancestors came with Wil- 
liam, the Norman, from Normandy, in France, as sol- 
diers in his army nearly 8(.K) years ago, and helped 
place that Prince upon the British Throne. And i ill 
further that they were of German descent, but I ha>e 
not been able to get anything reliable beyond their 
settlement in this country. The pages of history do 
not mention them, (I am happy to say) and nothing 
short of years of labor and great expense can trace the 
genealogy." 

Unfortunately the writer (Morris Fosdick, of £rie 
Co.) does not state the derivation of the tradition, and 
his death in 1872, precludes the possibility of learning 
the facts he may have collected regarding it. 
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THE EMIGRA TTON. 



The precise date of the emigmtion of the family to 
this conutrj is not known. No reconi has lieen fonnd 
of the port of departure, the vessel in wliiith they came, 
or the place or date of their arrival. Tbo omission is 
not material, since, in and just prenous to the year of 
their settlement in Charlestown, the tide of emi^rration 
set strongly from England to America, twenty-one ships 
having arrived in 1634, at Massaohu^etts Bay, bringing 
''a great store of passengers and cattle,*' ■ and large 
numbers of lists of the passengers were not preserved, 
or have not yet been found, and this, even in the cases 
of some of the most conspicuous and worthy families in 
the colonies. The sweeping terms employed by Hot- 
ten in his reference to these missing lists also show 
that the omission is not to l3e taken in dif^]>arafrement 
of either the character or position of the families to 
which it applies. He says, '' we learn incidentally that 
ships left England almost daily for America, but no 
records of them or of their passengers remain. We 
know that many ships sailed from Bristol, among 
others, "The Angel Gabriel" and "The James," con- 
veying the Rev. Richard Mather and the Rev. Daniel 
Mande, but no records of departures from that port 
remain. Again, who were the companions, who sidled 
in 1633, in " The OriiBn," with John Haynes and the 
Rev. Thomas Hooker? Where are the lists of "The 
Arabella'* and other ships in which John Winthrop 
and the founders of Massachusetts embarked ? Who

went out w-ith the Rev. Ezekiel Bogers from Eowley, 
and vrith Fenwiek and the Rev. Henry AVliittieM ? 
These are but a few instances to show how verv im- 
perfect are our records of the earlv settlers.*'* 

A sufficient reason for the emigration of the family 
is readily suggested by any one of the many causes of 
disquiet and agitation prevalent among the people of 
Great Britain at the time. From the traits and char- 
acteristics exhibited by the family after their anival. it 
seems safe to say that they came eitlier for financial 
betterment or the gratification of religious predilec- 
tions, or both. The religious disquiet at home, their 
residence in the vicinity of the place from which the 
Pilgrims had taken their departure,* their consequent 
interest in the new Pilgrim colony, and the glowing 
accounts received from it, would all contribute to 
make them eager to seek it as a haven where undis- 
turbed labor and worship might be enjoyed. For this 
purpose they would naturally emigrate direct to the 
shores of Massachusetts Bav. Besides, the vouthfid- 
ness'of some of the children, and the proba1)le incum- 
brance of some supply of household goods, are addi- 
tional reasons for supposing that the settlement in 
ChaiiestowB took place immediately upon their amval 
in the country.

later, they dreaded a pauper. • Yet,' continues John- 
son, a zealous actor in municipal affairs, ' such as were 
exorbitant, and bf a turbulent spirit, unfit for civil 
society, they would reject till they come to mend their 
manners.* CredentLils that applicants were church 
members, or of good moral character were required."* 
'' As early as 1634, October 13, it was ordered ' that 
none be permitted to sit down and dwell in this town 
without tho consent of the town first obtained."* Am

he was uot admitted to the ehunrh until three years 
afteruanls, it follows that his credciitialH ou this occa- 
sion must have L)o<>ulb satisfy the town of his good 
moral c^liaructer, i]iilei>Gndciitly of church luomhersliip. 
" Each iuhabitniit, ou Ix^iiig admitted, commonly 
had :i ^^rant of a h»t of laud. This was donu at first, in 
geni^ral town meeting; after a few yt\ii-s hy the Board 
of SoUictmrn, ♦ * * in 10*{5, Stephen Fosdick 
had a house plot upon condition to huild a good house 
upon it, and pay .woodman llichesou a days work/*' 
The n*cord of this grant made in gtmcral town meet- 
ing, is the earliest record found relating to the family, 
and is as follows :

This houseplot t>'as probaMy in a prominent part of 
the settlement, for Converse and lliolieson were both 
memboi-s of the Bn;ird of SoltTtiuru.^ 

Tlu« sottlcment oi the family, thus eflected without 
delay, proved to l»o permanent. In view of the pre- 
cautions and restri' ticms pn-scribed by the town rogu- 
latious, the promptucKs with whirli it was effected 
indii-atos that the family was regarded at once as 
eligil»le and of sati> factory antecedents and character. 

Cliarlestown, in January, 1(535, numbered 72 inhab- 
itants, most of wbum had wives and children.* The 
church had been f(»rmed in 1632, from the church in 
Bostciu/ but there was no school established until 
163G.* The government and social regulations were 
Puritan.

STF.rnEN FoRDirK (Pn>|^onitor) ttjis born in 1583, 
proliably in Liucolu County, Engknul. Ho nmrriod 
tu'](*() ; his f]i*st wife (name unknown), alK)ut 1010, who 
was the mother of his first six children, and who died 
in England; and his second wife, Siiini Wetheroll, in 
102 P, who was the motlier of his two jonng^^st c*hU- 
dreu, John and Mary. His second m ife was a sister 
of John Wetherell, but hor parentage is unknown. 
Bhe may have been related to William Wetherell, 
schoolmaster, who came to Charlcstown in ir»3ii, from 
Maidstone, Kent County, England, and who was for 
sovi^ral yoars the graiiimar master of the public 
schofil*. 

Hi^ was a carpenter, and doubtless built his house 
immiMliately up4)n receiving the town grant of his 
htmso plot, in 1635'*. He spent the n^mainder of his 
life in Charlestown. 

While he does not seem to have occupied any 
prominent position in the colony, the incidents relis- 
ting to him, which the records furnish, are not devoid 
of interest, and serve to show that he was a man of 
intelligence and thrift, and of no little positiveness of 
ohara(*ter. 

He was admitted a member of the Church in 
Charlestown, in full communion, on the 6th of 2d mo., 
ja38, and his wife, Sarah, on the 7th of 7th mo.,

AUIi<»np:Ii adinittod nn inhabitant, owning a honse 
plot, and admitted to the church, he had no voice in 
colony affairs, or the sclec^tion of nders. He wan, as 
3'et, a nou-frccmini ; (the inhabitants being for nearly 
half a oentiiry divided into freemen and non-freemen). 
To bectmie a freeman, he must, in addition, subscribe 
the freeman 8 oatli. binding him to maintain the gOT- 
ernment of the Commonwealth, and must be admitted 
bj oriler of the (Senoral Court. He would then be 
qualilied to vote and be voted for*. He was admitted 
a freeman on September 7, 1638, the record of his 
admission being as follows :

On the 3d of KHh mo. 1639, he served upon a jvltj 
for the trial of an indictment for mnrder in the Court 
of Assistants or Quarter Court, held at Boston,^ being 
recorded as " Steven Fosditch." 

At a general meeting of the freemen, held the 15th 
of I2th mo., I(i40, ho and two others were chosen 
"Surveyors for y" Highwait^s,"* the only civil oflSce 
whieh he is known to have held. (Recorded "Stephen 
ffosdic-h)." 

His church relations do not seem to have been har- 
monious. In th*^ earlier days of the noted Baptist 
controversy, he was tined X20, (probably for reading 
Au!ib:iptist books, or offences of this nature)/ and 
on May 7, IG lli, was excommunicated from the 
ohurch. The civil penalty was released a few yean

afterwards. His Louse, worth jC15, was burned while 
it was in the Shorift's haiuls, aiul iu Ifil'^, ou his peti- 
tion, the tine was abated to C^), which he paid, aud his 
hinds were dischar^^ed.* But he was not restored to 
the church uptil ltH)4,* about throe months before 
his death. Tliere is no concurrent church record of 
the sentence or its cause ; but tiie church record of 
the restoration shows tlie offence to have consisted in 
speaking against the church covenant, and neglecting 
to hear the church in tijeir dealings with him ;^ and 
no reason appears for making this cas^e an exception 
to the statement n:ade by the historian of the Church, 
in referring to later castas of discipline, that *'it is due 
to the moral character of the pei-sous thus excommun- 
icated from this church, to say, that it was undoubtedly 
lair and Christian."* 

His landeil poNses^ions and trans;ictions were con- 
siderable. Besides his house plot, granted iu lu35; 
in 1638 the town gianted him the meadow between 
his planting ground and the River;* in 1C39, he and 
four neighbors were gi'anted liberty to make a key, 
(quay) '^as farre out as they will:"*' in l»>t2. he 
Iiired "two thirds of the \vare vizt Mr, Winthrop's pt. 
and the Town's pt. the said Stephen is to have half»^ 
the ffisli for hi.s Labu'* and the othr halfe to redound 
to the use of Mr. AVinthrop and the Towne;"' in 
1C58, March 1, he shared iu the allotment of u large 
tract of town lands among the inhabitants of the town, 
his share being twouty-five acres wood and four and a

bftlf commoDB;^ and 1>eside9 these, made purchases 
and salos of other traits to quite a great extent. 

He diod in Charlestowii, May 21, 1064,« aged 81, 
loaviuc; nn estate inventoried at £500, ' which then 
was riclios.* By his will, dated Febmary 23, lCr>3, 
prohato June 21, ir><)4, he gare the honse and barn 
and the yard and garden belonging to it, within 
Charlestown, lying by Mr. Shapley's, with other lands, 
to his grand child, Samuel Fosdick, the son of John, 
and to his heirs, male or female, and so to run in the 
generation of the Fosdicks forever.' 

The location of the house in Charlestown cannot 
now be found.*

John Fosdick, seventh child of Stephen, born in 
England, in iri2r>, was a carpenter, liviiii; at Charles- 
town, except that he is Kiipposed to have HvimI at 
Maiden a few years. He w:iH proWahly Hor^eant F<ni- 
dick of Maiden. I In ir>r>.S he took a share of the 
pnblio hinds then divided hy the town, his share beinii^ 
fourteen acres wood and two and one-half acres com- 
mons.* His father Stephen and fathf^r-iu-law Nicholas 
Shapley also hiok shared. In 1075 he and Nathaniel 
Frothingham took a contract, by vote of the town, to 
rebuild the p^allorics, A*:c., m the church, for which they 
were to receive X4U in town pay, ** and if it shall ap- 
pear a hard bargain, twenty shillings moru.'*'' He 
wa8 appointed one of the Tythingnien in 1077/ whose 
duty it was to inspect each a district of ten or twelve 
families, and held the office in 1679,* in which year he 
is also mentioned as owning land adjoining the lot- 
tery, which was one of the two fortifications in Charles- 
town.* He was acbnitted a member of the church in 
Charlestown in fuU conmiunion on the 11th of 8tk 
mo., 1696, being recorded as ''John Fosdike, sen*r/** 
He purchased several parcels of land in Maiden and 
Charlestown (other than those allotted to him by the 
town in 1658), the principal part of which he gave to 
his sons by deed of gift before his death. He died

Samuel Fordick, first, the third lineal anceRtor, 
known as Captain Samuel Fcwdick of Now London, 
woR born in CharI«*stown DocrmWr 15, 1655, and 
went to New Lomlon al>ont ir>SO, where ho lived 
durin<r the rest of his life. He married Mercj' Picket 
at New London November 1, ir>H2J His wife was 
the youngest daughter of John Picket and his wife 
Ruth, whose maiden name was Brewster. Rath 
Picket's father, Benjamin Brewstt^r, was son of Jon- 
athan Brewster (a son of Elder \\'illiam Brewster, of 
the Mayfli>wer,) wlwise wife Liicri*tia, is referred to in 
Oaidkins' History of New London, as foUows: "Mrs. 
Lucretia Brewster, the wife of Jonathan, was evidently 
a woman of note and respectability among her com- 
pters. She htis always the prefix of honor (Mrs. or 
Mistress) and is usually presented to view in some use- 
ful capacity — an attendant upon the sick and dnug as 
nui*se, doctress, or midwife, or a witness to wills and 
other important transactions. She was one of the first 
band of pilgrims tliat arrived at Plymouth in the May- 
flower, December, 1020, being a mnmber of the family 
of her father-in-law, Elder William Brewster, and hav- 
ing one child, William, with her. Her husband came 
over in the Fortune, which arrived November 10th, 
1621.'** Her name does not appear in Bradford's list 
of the M4ylIower*8 passengers, but she and her son 
William were no doubt in the colony when the Fortune 
arrived, bringing her husband; and with reference to

tliif^ eyeut, Steelo, the historian of tbe Cbief of the Pil- 
grims, says: "To the colony, weakened in numbers 
an<l slTonj^h, ami snm>uii(lc(l by clangors, it" (the ar- 
rival of tlio Fortune) "was an oront marked, and of 
tlri'l* conrcni. It was so in pai-ticular to the family of 
tilt* Kklor. To him and Mrs. Browstor came, among 
tli«' |»assciigprs, their eldest son Jonathan, and io tbe 
othoi-s an elder brother. Of the Elder's family, there- 
fore, now prest'ut, were himself, his wife, and their 
throe sons. From their daughters, they were still 
R«»p»ratctl. How soon, or when, Lucretia, the wife of 
Jonathan, eam<* with her scm William, there appears 
to be no reconl."' It is not a material matter, but 
this statement t»f Steele's seems inferentially to tiorro- 
boratc that of Miss Oanlkius, tiiken from the manu- 
scripts of the family. His wife survived him, and mar- 
ried, for her see«»nd husband, John Arnold. 

Prior to his removal from Charlestown he served in 
King Philip's war, 1675, l>eing a eoqjoral in Capt. 
Samuel Mosely's Company." He wjw baptised in 
Charlestowu Church April 15, 1(577. '» On or shortly 
aft#M' arriving in New London, an^l previous to his 
marriage, he pnrrhasod 200 acres from Owonca, Ssich- 
em of the Mohegs, the deed for which, January, 1682, 
descril>es him as ''Samuell fforsdicke late of Charels- 
towue in the Coll«mie of y^ Masachusets."^ 

On January 17, 1601-2, he and his wife Mercy 
owned the covon.uit, and had four children baptised, 
viz: Samuel, M<Tcy, Ruth and Anna, in the First 
Church of Christ, New London, by Rev. Gurdon 
Saltonstall, and ou February 28, 1696-7, he and his 
wife were admitted into the churoh.'

He was a Depnty for Now London, in the General 
Court of CoiniecHiMit for i\vi years 1«04, ICOfi, 1CC7, 
1698 and 1700. » In lOllS, ho uas aiipohited hy the 
town a memlxM- of the fii-st B:irtlet Coinniittoe, which 
was a committee to hiok tiftfr nn estate which Bartlet 
had bequeathed to the town.« In tli«^ same year, the 
General Court, on motion of Gov. Fitz John Win- 
throp, a]>p()inted liim one of the alternates of a com- 
mittee to renew the houn«ls of ji tractor hind jnirchased 
by John Wiuthrop, former (]ov*M-nor; ami at the same 
time, one of a committet* to hiy out a township, 
"beginning at the north hound of Twentii! Mih» Kiver, 
and so to eKtend south wjinl, to n rivt-r ealh*d Deep 
Rivt;r, iind to cxttMid eastw:ird from the hounds of 
Haddum, seven njiles."'

Streets, which lay vacant at his ileath. b.ut aftm-wards 
bccaTue the valuable honn>stead of his young».'st son, 
Thomas, and his deeendants.* 

In addition to his prominence as a-Jandholder and 
civil otB'er, he hid some tlistiurtion in military m:it- 
tcrs, from which he probobly derived his title of Cap- 
tain.

Samuel Fosdigk, second, also knoTi*ii as Samuel Fos- 
dick, Senior, «)f Oyster Bay, the fourth lineal ancestor, 
li'as tlie finit of the family name, v:\io livefl upon Long 
Island, and was a connecting link, so to speak, between 
tlie Charle8to\vu,New London and Oyster Bay branches 
of the family, uith each of which he bi^canie identified 
by his residence, at different perioils of his life, in each 
of those places. 

No extendeil family records are found concerning 
him. llelianc«t must therefore lie plat*e<l upon the re- 
cords of thos(^ places f(»r his history. By a comparison 
of the facts tlii>y disclose (regard being had also to his 
diK[iositiou to move fi'om ]>lacc to place, and his habit 
of travel which soems to have been a prominent trait, 
especially in lati'r lift*), we are furnished with a suffic- 
iently c«uiijcK*ted and satisfactory account of his life. 

He was l)oni S«*ptemlMT IK, iri84, in New Lcmdon, 
where he UvcmI until about thirty-five years of age. 
Hi*i'e 1m! was biptixed Jnnuary 17, ir»Hl 2, at the First 
Chun-li of C'lirist, with his sisters, M«'rcy, Uuth ami 
Anna, by llev. (iunloii Saltonstall. * Here he married 
his fii*st wife, Susanna Turner, July 13, 170t>. Her 
parentage is iu)t stiteit, but she was probably a 
daughter of Exekiel Turner, of New London, who 
came to that place from Scituate, about 1676, 
married Susanna Keeny, in 1K78, and died in New 
London, January 16, 1703-4, leaving a son and ten 
daughters. If so, she also, as well as the wife of 
Sahmel Fosdick Isi, was descended from the Brews- 
1. 
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ters ; her father s mother, Marj, being a daughter of 
Jonathan and Lucrctia Brewster, before referred to. 
Here his fii-st six children, Mercy, Mary, Samnel, 
William, Buth and James were born, and James, the 
youngest, was baptized heit» on June 2, 1717.* 

He now removed, with his wife and six children, to 
Chiirlostown, whore he (nvncd the lunise and property 
inheriteti as heir of his father, uniK^r the will of his 
great grandfather, StcpluMi Fosdick*, and perhaps 
this property Ivcame the family n^ich'nce. His three 
younger children, Ezekiol, J(*sse and Susanna, were 
born in Cliarlesti>wn, the oldt^st of them tm Febru- 
17, 1719 1{\ and the younj;tst on Ortolior 11, 1724. 
•Here he hail sonu* nnimp<»rtant transactions in landed 
proptM-ty, and on Scptoinbor IW, 17t5S, ho gave and 
grunted to tlK>si*l«*ctmcn, ftirtlie tiiiio bring, of Charles 
town, all his 'MiouMng and lands in said Charles 
town and Stonehnm/* (excepting otTtain par(*«;ls, and 
prt»viding as to tlicsti o\ct»ptod pan-fls that if he 
should sfll them "t»r any part tli«'n»of, tor the pay- 
ment of his tiebts or 4»tlirr wavs/* bis wife should 
sign the deeds with him, and should have half the

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Having thus made provision for his family during 
the lifetime of his wife, he went soon after to Oyster 
Bay.^ Only his son Samuel accompanied him. The 
rest of his family remained in Charlestown. He is 
first mentioned in the records of Oyster Bay, in 1736. 
His movements during the interval an* not nhown. 
He may have tarried a little in Ch.irlestown, probably 
viaited New London, and poHRilily mtulo a voyaf^e to 
England and back. Ho was a blfickumith, and in once 
mentioned as a potter. His trade of blac^ksmith may 
give some color of reason for selecting Oynter Bay as a 
place where ho could find lucrative employment. It 
appears from a recent hintory of that town tliat many 
years previously *'no blacksmith was found fit to 
mend thrir utenHilN and wares. Tliey no doubt re- 
quin*d an accomplislirHl artinan, one who c«iuld make 
their old nrticlfs iih gmKl as new, and tbUM ^n^atly #*!• 
tend their tcnu of usrfuhie^H. • • ♦ 'The reconls

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During tho. twenty jean covered bj these tninsao- 
tions, he probably viBited Charlestown more or leM 
ireqnentljy nud is mentioned as being there in ITSl, 
and as bein^ some months in Boston.* 

His wife Susannah died in Charlestown on Febmary 
22, 1763, in her 68th jear. Five years afterward he 
marrie<1 his st'cond wife, Elizalieth Le Gross of Oyster- 
Bay. The iniuTiagc was by banns, at Oyster Bay, by 
BoT. Samuel »Seabiir}', Bcctor of 8t. Geoi);o*s Church, 
of Hempstead,* in whoso parish Oyster Bay was then 
included. No further mention of her is found. He is 
mentioned as being in Charlestown again in 1769.' 
No further trace of Ids movements is found until 17G7, 
when he is in Charlestown again. Delxmih, wife of 
his son Samuel, had died in Oyster Bay, JiUy, 1769. « 
It may l>o infi*rrod that this iM«rond wif«> <if Samuel, 
Sen., dii^ siiortly after her marria^'e, and that ^.e then 
went to Charlestown, being afteni'anl in Oyster Bay 
only at intervals, if at all. As his son Samuel had ac* 
oompanied him to Oyster Bay, was also a blacksmith, 
and had doubtlew for all thefii.* years workr^l with him 
in his calling, niid lu^en allied nith hiui in his Oyster 
Bay intrrMs, lu» probably h*ft lii^ proju rty and busi- 
nosH in Oyster i!ay to his S4>n s can*, and for his li«*netit. 

Later facts show this 1«» have luc-n his intention. 
By his will, made a few yeai-s later, he elTectually sep- 
arates his interests in Oyster Bay from his interests in 
Charlestown, and allows them to go to Samuel by giy- 
ing his Charlestown property to his childl*en there, 
and expressly excluding them from any claim or right 
to his estate in the government of New Yoric 

His will was mode in Charlestown on April 28, 
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1767, he being then oightj-three yean old. The first 
pnnigraph is: 

" ^loinorandam I Samuel Fosdick of Charlestown In 
tlie C'tnii.iy vl Jliddlrsex and Province of the Mossi- 
i hiuits I5ay in New England and Being att Present in 
^n^^y\ 1m Ith of Bodey and of Sound Memory and Un- 
iltrst:u'«linp, and about to take a longue Jomey or 
\'**i*^v :iim1 hciug fan' advanced In years and age and 
not Kiiowiug that I shall Ever Return heir again Do 
make and ordain this my Last will and Testimen as 
folloetli, viz." 

Tlie will re4*ites that he made a will in 1751 in the 
lifetime ot his wife Susannah, and then gave her the 
disposal of all his personal or moveable estate after 
his doeense, but she distributed it all '* In the time of 
mv abcenc** and his daughters still posseKS it; he 
now confirms to them all distributed by his wife before 
her deeoase or that which they have taken into posses- 
sion since her decease, neither ot them to claim any part 
of his estate otherways hereafter ; gives his dutiful son 
Ezekiel oue-half of the lauds derived by heirship from 
Nicholas Shapley " ns shall by my deed of gift mani- 
fest ;** gives his son James the other half thereof, also 
all his other real estate after his decease, both that 
which wns given him by his great-grandfather Stephen 
Fosdick by will dated February 23, 16G3, and all other 
luuds belonging to him in Charlestown old or Ston- 
hum which is not al)(^ve mentioned, " and I do hereby 
Exclud all those my above mentioned children to 
elame or have oney Itight to aney Estat.e which Doth 
belonge to me In the Oovrmcnt of now York;" or- 
dains his son James his heir and executor; recites 
that he is the lawful- heir of his father Samuel Fosdick 
who was the same which Stephen Fosdick, late of 
Charlestown, deo^, did by his will and entailment give 
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and make oyer all bis land and house in Charleetown, 
and forbids auj alteration or breach of any park of 
Baid will of Stephen Fosdick, bat that it stand good 
onto his poetoiity and especiallj that part relating to 
Samuel Foedick his grandHcm. 

The circumstance that in this ^rill he does not men- 
tion his eldest Kon, Samuel, who was in Oyster Bay, 
and does not dispose! of his property in New York 
State, and in one of the tlirec instances in which 
James is named in the will calls him eldest son, is 
further confinuation of his intention that Samuel 
should have the projierty in Oj-ster Bay solely, and 
that James's Buccession should be assured as far as 
possible to the Charlestown property devised and en- 
tailed by the will of Stephen Fostlick. 

Nothing wh;iti!ver is known of him after this time. 
He probably took the contemplated long voyage or 
journey and died at sea or abroad. His will was not 
proved until November 4, 1784^ (seventeen years after 
its date and one hundred years after his birth). The 
Bevolutiouar}' War had come and passed. His death 
WAS pn)babl3' presumed from long absence, but the 
proofs in relation to it are not included in the probate 
record or files, and its date cannot be even approxi- 
mately stated. 

His children were, 1, Mercy ; 2, Mary ; 3, Samuel ; 
4, William ; 5, Uuth ; 0, James ; 7, Ezekiel ; 8, Jc 
and 9, Susanna.

Samcel Fosdick third, aim known as Samuel Fob* 
dick, junior, of Oyster Bay. the fifth lineal ancestor, 
was the real founder of the Oyster Bay branch of the 
family. As he was the last common anccMtor of the 
descendautH to whom this reconl relates, quite full ref- 
erence to the circumstances of his life and family is 
thought proper. 

He was liom in Now^ Lcmdou, March 11, 1710-11,* 
and was thus about ei^ht years of age when his fathor*s 
family removed to CharU'stown. He probably re- 
mained in the latter phice until about his twentieth 
ytar, when he went with liis father tc Oj'ster Bay; but 
the (htails of his early life are not ponitiTcly indicated, 
and he may have left home much earlier, and may 
hare lioen located in Oyster Bay before liis father 
went there. Ho was chriMtened in Oyster Bay, in 
1750.* He married and established his family home 
there, and lived there until after the close of the Revo- 
lutionary War. All his twelve children were bom in 
that place. 

He was married twice. His first wife, Deborah 
Shadbolt, whom he married in July, 1752, was a 
daughter of, Ezeldel and Deborah Shadbolt,* and 
granddaughter of Morris Shadbolt Her father and 
jrandfather were both men of some prominence and 
stbstance. She was bom January 1, 1786.^ Her 
family was Episcopalian, and at a general town meet-

ing, lirUl Jamiary 1 1, 1707, lier grandfather was choHen 
ouv <»f the yestr}nieu of the Episcopal Ckorcli at 
HtinpstraiU AfUr their mamoge, his father, Samuel 
Fottdick, bljickKiuitli, and her father, Ezekiel Shadbolt, 
hoiist* eaqirutor, both of the township of Oyster Bay, 
joined ill giving thiia a deed, wliich was dated Decem- 
ber 7, 1752, recitin.i; that "for and in consideration of 
the fatherly love and affection which we have for our 
sou and daughter, Samuell Fosdiek, junior, and his 
wife Dt'borah Fosdiek,' both of the same town afore- 
Kaid, and for their dutiftd and well behaving towards 
us, anil for there further Incouragement of well Uveing 
in the world, wee the said Samuell Fosdiek and Ezekiel 
Shadbolt, do by tliese presents give, grant, i-elease, 
convo}-, assure and confirm unto our aforesaid son, 
Saniut)li Fosdiek, and to our daughter, Deborah Fos- 
diek his wife, and to their Heirs and assigns forever, 
all that tract of land. Houses and swamp, which we 
have, situate, lying and being in the Old Purchase of 
Oyster Bay, Ij'ing on the west side the highway that 
leads up tlw. east the Mill River Creek ho called * * 
* " it being hind that was Morriss Shadbolt, de- 
ceased, Dyed seised of."« 

She died Jidy 8, 1759,' leaving three small children, 
Silas, nged i\ yeais; Moms, 4; and Sarah, 3; of whom 
MoL-ris died about a year afterword. 

His second wif<\ whom he married in the spring of 
170O, was Maiy 'Wright, a widow, whose maiden name 
wjts ]\Ioore. 

She was of Irish descent, her family coming either 
from Dublin or Ballinasloe, and was a member of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. At the time of this

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mamage she had two small ckildreD, by her former 
husband, named John Wright and Sanih Wright. 
The former of these went to sea, and was not heard 
from afterward, and the hitter married Zophar Weeks, 
and lived in New York City, having a son Isaac, who 
at one time visited her half brothel's, Morris and Solo- 
mon, when they lived at Boekaway. The Wrights 
were among the early settlers in Oyster Bay, and had 
become quite nnmerons and prominent, the name ap- 
pearing freiinently npon the property records of the 
town. She died in 1786, at Oyster Bay, and was 
buried there. She left nine children by her second 
marriage, named Samuel, Nathaniel, Anna, Prudence, 
Rebecca, Morris, Tliomas, Deborah and Solomon, the 
latter being but ten years old at the time of her death. 
She was slight and sniall of stature (as extmvagantly 
expressed by one descendant *' about the size of a 
wasp),** but spirited, bravehearted, and devoted to her 
family. Some instances of her .ourage have been pre- 
served in the family annals, being the reminiscences of 
Solomon the youngest child, who because of his tender 
age was more the companion of his mother, from 
which we iusert the following (communicated by one 
of his graiuldaughters) by way of illustration : 

" Her husband being a blacksmith, had his doors 
and windows strongly baned. It was Dot uncommon 
in those dsi\s for ppoph* to have their property carried 
away. A man came to take her poultry. She took an 
ax, and stepping between him and them, threatem^d its 
use if he did not let them alone. He walked first upon 
one side and then upon the other, she still keeping 
guard over her flock. Finally he. laughed and went 
away without them.'* 

''While she and her two younger children, Deborah 
and Solomon, were walking near the shore one day 
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she sair & man who was swimming suddenly siiiky 
having l^cen seized with cramp. She ran, and plnng- 
iii;^ into the wnt<^r, brought him to the shore/* 

"One evening she and the little children, Debbie and 
Solomon were nlono in the house. There was a knock 
at tlie door. She said, 'Samuel is that you?' No 
answer, but an<itlier knock at the door. She repeated 
tlio quostion. Some one said, 'open the door or Til 
tftavo it down.' She went to another door. The 
famous dog, Gunner, was by her side. She opened 
the door and told Gunner to take him. She heard 
8ome one run. Heard Gunner grapple him, went out 
and discovered that he had got a negro by the throat. 
She had to choke the dog before he would let go his 
hold. Tlie negi'O was badly hurt. She draped him 
into the entry, and in the moniing sent for his master.'* 

" One of her granddaughters states that she always 
heard her grnndmothcr Fosdick mentioned as more 
than an ordinniy woman ; had heard her shrewdness 
spoken of in connection with accounts of her manage- 
ment about sending baskets of provisions and other 
tilings to her hiisbuud and other continental soldiers ; 
tlioiight they W(*re prisouc^i's or in barracks ; hail heard 
it said that she hod done a great deal in the time of 
the war, and h.id been a great help." 

He waH a Macksmitli, and doubtless followed that 
ealltug in the shop of his father, living after his first 
inaiTia;;t», i>n l!ie place convoyed to him and his first 
wife liy tboir parents. He and liis wife Mary con- 
veyed this projicrty in March, 1703, for X2C0." Some 
time subsequent to this they lived upon the Norst 
Wright farm. She and her children may have been 
possessed of a form when he married her. In 1767, 
he sold a slave (a negro woman named Yenus), for 

I. Oyiter Baj Rec. O. Sia 
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X55, stated in the record of the transaction to be the 
property, of his two eldest children, Silos and Sarah, 
and gave the purchaser a mortgage for obtaining a re- 
lease from them.* 

In 1775, he took part in an election hold for Queens 
County, at Jamaica, from November 7th to 11th, in 
that year, for Deputies to the Provincial Congress, 
which resulted in a vote of 221 for Deputies, and 788 
against His name appears in the list of those who 
voted against sending Deputic's,* and ho thus became 
subject to the reflolutions which the Proinncial Con- 
gress passed December 21, 1775, in retaliation.' A 
large number of these *' delinquents" afterward re- 
tracted and became attached to the colonial cause. 
About a year later, ^'the King l^eing now in possession 
of Queens County, and his soldiers scattered over it, 
the leading whigs having l)een throT^-n into prison, and 
the prupt^rty of those who fled seized by the enemy, 
the remainder were constrainr J to join the Loyalists in 
petitioning the King*s CommiKsiouers that Queens 
County might be restored to Boyal favor.'** This pe- 
tition, dnted Ootolwr 21, 1770, haH 1203 names, 
" Samu«*l Fosdick *' being one. 

He and his son Sniiiui*! witc in the Continental ner- 
vice, though it is pnibabh' that, o^in^ to the Driti^h 
oi'Ciipation and the i»xist<iin» of niai-tial law, thiir 
movenuMits in th<* vicinity of honio wrn* marked nith 
great caution. During this time his wife ])roved her 
capability in meeting the tn>ublouH circumstaneeH with 
which her homo and little ones were surrounded. 
Oyster Bay, from its location on the Sound, on the 
north side of the Island, opposite the Connecticut

Khore, occnpiod an exposed position during the Bero- 
Iiitionnry pcriocl. The occupation of the region by the 
(>ncuiy reiulored the times troublous and Texatious to 
iKmsoholilei-s. In addition to per^-imal danger, there 
was constant Tiibjlity to depredati^nF rpon property. 
F[<)us<*holds were not seldom composed of women and 
cliildreu much of the time, and coolness and courage 
were ofton necessarilj required of the inmates. In 
the case of this ancestor, his wife seems to have 
showed sterling qualities during this trying period, 
such as wore in keeping with the times, and as so gen- 
eral!}' throughout the country, rendered the women of 
the households during the Revolution memorable for 
their bravery and devotion. TVhen the war com- 
menced ho was wealthy, but it ''ruined him as to prop- 
erty — from the British landing on Long Island to the 
close of the war there was nothing but destruction and 
desolation/*^ It is stated that. a further cause of his 
shipwrecked fortune was his too great confidence in 
Continental money, in which money he was paid when 
he sold his farm. 

After the death of his second wife ho removed with 
his younger children to the farm of his son Silas, in 
Dutchess County, where he remained until his death. 
It is to be noticed that, by this removal, the family 
name became extinct on Long Island for several years. 
He took his remaining eflects and property with him 
to his son Silas's, to whcm he gave them, with the un- 
derstanding that he should be taken care of during his 
life, and his younger children brought up. It is not 
known that any relics have been preser>'ed among his 
descendants, with the two exceptions of his musket, 
(a Queen's arm) which come into the possession of his 
youngest son, Solomon, (by whom it was highly 
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prized), and is now in possession of a grandson of tlie 
latter, and a calumet or tomahawk, stamped 1769, con- 
cerning which the present owner sajs, that it was left 
with Samuel Fosdick, of Long Island to be mended, 
in or about 1770, that the breaking out of the Re>olu- 
tion left it in his hands, whence it passed into the 
hands of his son Silas, and from him to Solomon, and 
came into possession of Jesse T. Fosdick, present 
owner, March 1, 1880, The calumet proj>er, is of 
brass, the cutting edge of steel, indented dots on the 
side are supposed to show the number of scalps taken 
bj its Indian owner, the head forms a pipebowl, and 
the handle the stem, it no doubt having often passed 
around a circle of dusky worrioi-s as a peliace offerii^; 
or in smoking conclave. 

He died in Dutchess County, on Silases farm, in 
1792, aged 82, suddenly, having worked in the harvest 
field the day before his death. ^ 



THB FAMILY LIFE AXD HOME IN OYSTER BAY. 

There is every indication in the above that tlie 
father was industrious and prosperous in his business, 
happy in his domestic relations, and devoted to his 
work and Ids home. His residence in the same place 
from youth to old age, is in marked contrast with the 
wanderings of his father, T^-itli whom, notv.-itlistaud- 
ing, he seems to have been a favorite. It is probaJ»lf 
that while his father was in Oyster Bay thej' lived and 
worked together, and that, after the son's maniage, 
the father funned part of his household. The inniily 
life was auspiciously bog\m under the encouragement 
and aid of his father and his wife's father, as has been 
shown. Its sad interruption seven years later, by the

iloatli of liiH wife, leaving him with three smal 
iiioHierli^ss children, was happily brief; the accession 
of Ills .second wife with her two suinll fatherless chil- 
li nii, occurring a short time afterward. From this 
tiiiK* until the ilevolution, the family life seems to 
have flowcil on uneventfully , peacefully and snccess- 
fully ; the father absorbed in his occupation, a quiet, 
perliaps a rt^tioent man ; the mother energetic and 
cari'fid in her ht>usehold and maternal duties ; the chil- 
dren well brought up ; the older ones, at projier ages, 
leaving home to provide for themselves, and the 
younger tenderly cared for at home. 

Even through the disturbing influences of the llevo- 
lution the household was sustained, the youngest chil- 
dren being watehed over and cherished by their 
mother until her death. 

A ilescendant writes of these i^rcnts : ** They had 
a niuiierous family, all of whom wore remarkable for 
activity— never tasy — always in motion, with great 
benevolence and kindness.***

The second child, Morris, bom May 4, 1755, died at 
the age of fiye years. He w ^ probably named after 
Monis Shadbolt, grandfather of his mother. He is 
belieyed to have been the first of the family to bear 
the name Morris, which was afterward, however, re- 
peatedly given to later descendants. His half brother, 
the ninth child, was given the same name. 

Deborah, the eleventh child, was bom in 1774. She 
never married, and died a young lady. She was 
amiable, kindhearted, self sacrificing, and faithful to 
dnty. The circumstances of her life were almost 
pathetic. Tenderly cared for and delicately reared as 
a child, left motherless at the age of twelve, her home 
broken up while still a child, the hardships of the 
times compelling her employment among comparative 
strangers, she early succumbed to the tasks she was 
called upon to meet, though kindly treated and pro- 
vided for by those with whom she had her home. 

Silas settled in Dutchess County; Sarah married 
William Brown, and lived in the same County; 
Samuel, in Greene County ; Nathaniel, in Orange 
County; Anna married John Valentine and lived in 
Queens County ; Prudence married Joseph Lawrence

aud lived in Saratoga County; Bebecca married 
[{ichanl Him a, and lived in New York City ; Morris, 
ill (JuotMrn County ; Thomas, in Orange County; and 
St>loinon in Erie County; all in Now York State. 

It was quite usual at tbin period fur families to Lave 
an interest in and some acquaintance with sailing 
vessels, whiob wore a very general and important 
means of travel and traffic. These were very numer- 
ous on such waterways as the Sound and the HudsoOt 
especially the latter, (a fact fully noticc<l by Cooper in 
his "Atloat and Ashore" and his "Miles Walling- 
ford.") Heneu some liking for seamanship was apt to 
be developed in the boys and young men of the time, 
and it was natural that the sons of this ancestor should 
leave their home early, and bo found located, in after 
ycare, in dillerent jdaees ahnig or near the Hudson. 
The removal of the father and younger chihlren to the 
home of Silas in Dutchess County also, no doubt, 
contributed to this result. Then, in consequence of 
the loss of property by the war, they were all thrown 
upon their own resources at an early age, and this 
necessity for individual and independent effort caused 
their permanent settlement in separate and somewhat 
distant localities; so that, in those days of imperfect 
ooinmunicah'on, intercourse between them was not inti- 
mate or fre<|aent, although visits were made between 
some of them at long intervals. Their records were 
tlius found diseonnected, and only the gratifying inter- 
est shown by niosf: of the living representatives in 
learning of each other, and their consequent cordial 
response to inquiries, has made possible the gathering 
into one compilation of the records and facts next 
given. 

Note. Only three of the grandsons of Samuel Fos- 
dick, third, are known to surviye : Morris Fosdiok, of 
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Jamaica, N, Y., son of hia ninth child Moma, and 
John S. FoHdick of Weatfield, N. Y., and Jeaae T. 
Fo8dick« of Sahunanca, N. T., aona of hia twdith child 
Solomon.

SILAS FOSDICK, tbe eldest cbild of Samuel Fos- 
dick, third, Iiecame a farmer. Ho was bom in Oyster 
Bay, April 3U, 1753. His mother, Deborah, died when 
be was six yearn old. Hu left Oynter Bay when yoimg, 
and went eventually to Nine Partuem, now Clinton, 
Dutchess County, N. Y., where be purchased a farm and 
settled before the Ile%'olutiofiarv war, and roroained 
there until hin death. Hu married Mary Hallook* 
daughter of f lenihotn and Mary Hallock, of Clinton, on 
Octoljer 11, 1781. She waa horn January 30, 1766. 
It was with biin that hi.s father formed his domicil on 
his removal from Long Island after tlie dcatii of bis 
second wife, bringing his younger ebildren T^ith him.

SARATI FOSDICK, the third child of Samuel

NATHANIEL FOSDICK, the fifth child of 
Samnel FofliUck third, of Oj^ter Bay, was born in 1762, 
at that phice ; loft home early ; went to Nova Scotia ; 
lived there several yeai's ; married his wife there ; re- 
turned to New York with considerable money, and was 
at one time Keeper of the Old State Prison at Green- 
wich Village, thou a suburb of the City, about a mile 
and a half north of the present Duane Rtreet ; on leav- 
ing there, setthnl in Newburgh, Orange County ; after 
some years removed to Western New York with his 
wife and youngi^st daughter; was a farmer there, at 
Ashford ; about 1830 rt>tuniod to Nowbni-^h, whrro ho 
died in 1836 or 183C, fn)iii paralysis, ransod by uii in- 
jury to his hand. He was engaged in the war, though 
very young, for it is stated that on one occasion when 
he tried to escape to see his mother, he hid himself in 
an old building, and when they attempted to take him 
prisoner he killed a Hessian soldier. It is also said

REBECCA FOSDICK, the eighth child of Samnel 
Fosclick third, of Oy«tcr Bay, was l)om in 1768, at 
that pliico. She married Uh'h*tr*1 llhien, and they 
lived in New York Citr, and m>th died there on the 
Hnnie dav, bnt in what vr*ar is not known. She was an 
affoctinnato sistor, and a favorite vriWx hrr bn»th»^r 
S«>lotiion, who conwidiTed that ho oweil hi«; lift' to her 
care on ont» occanion Iwforo his marriage whrn he was 
dan^^iToiisly ill with fevor without liopo of recovery, 
and h»ft \^yy much to himni'lf. His xistor, hearing of 
it, h'ft hiM* ])lafe of etiiployniout to iiurso him. On 
aeeing hix condition flhi* wopt bitterly, and devoteiUy 
carod for him, with the result of liin recovery, although 
the attending physician had pronounced it hopeless. 
After her marriage, while nhe was linng in New York, 
her brother Morris^ it is believed, visited her occasion- 
ally, generally bringing presents from her to his own 
and Solomon's girls on his return. 

She left three yonng children : 1, BIGHABD ; % 
OATHABINE; and 8, ANNA.

MORRIS FOSDICK, the ninth child of Sunnel 
Fosdick thinly of Ovster Bnj, was bom at that place 
on November 21, 1770. 

When ten jearB of age, in carrying an ax for trim* 
ming apple trees, having it upon his arm with the 
baudle lielow, he fell, with the etlge upon his wrist 
and his iKxly upon the head, and scfvercd his left hand 
at the wrist. He was attondeil bj snrgeons from the 
army, who, to guard against snrprLse, or for some 
other reason, were in the habit of placing their swords 
upon the I>ed where he lav, wliilo they dressed the 
wrist. As incidents of their visits, it is said that they 
were highly displeased on one occasion when a gun 
was fired near the house, causing the patient to start 
suddenly while they were engaged with him; and that, 
whenever they came, the patient^s little sister Debbie, 
and brother Solomon would run away and hide them« 
selves through fear. This loss of his hand has been 
alluded to by several distant oonreapondenta in the 
course ol this inquiry, serving in aome instaaoea to 
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confirm iilentitv nncl relntionship. Owing to this mis- 
fortune, special pains wero taken with bis education. 

He was sixteen 3'ears old when the removal to 
Dutchess County took place. At the age of eighteen 
he c .iimenccd teaching, his first school being at 
Hamburgh, on the Hudson, where he remained six 
months. He then returned to his native place, Oyster 
Bay, and taught there imtil 171)2, when he went to 
Bockaway and taught there, near a place now called 
Hcwietts. He remained at Bockaway sixteen years ; 
was married while liWng there. His brother Solomon 
also lived there at this time, and the two families were 
very intimate. In the spring of 1808, ho traveled to 
Buffalo to see the conntr}% ^-ith the view of settling in 
Western New York. He made the journey on foot, 
notwithstanding which his traveling companion, so to 
si>eak, was a gentleman on horseback, for although 
they separated during the day, they generally reached 
the same loilging places at night. On his return to 
Bockaway, his report of the "Western region was so fa- 
vorable that both he and his brother Solomon con- 
cluded to remove there with their fauiilies ; but he 
was induced to engage as teacher at Springfield, and 
Solomon went without him. He removed from Bock- 
away to Springfield, September 16, 1808, and con- 
tinued to teach there in the same district until his 
death, a period of twenty-five years. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Moms, who taught in the same dis- 
trict for seventeen years afterward. While he taught 
at Springfield, his residence was in the houses which 
he occupied successively as tenant, until May, 1819, 
when he moved into the new house he had erected for 
himself on the north side of the main Bockaway road 
(now Merrick road) and which he occupied until his 
death. 
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His acquaintance and business relations were ex-* 
tensive, reaching over a lar^ze territorr, and often call* 
ing him to conHideruble distances from home. Wliile 
ret at tlie hei«;ht of his ns«*fulneK«<, on one occasion he 
enconntiTOfl a violent, ooM and driving snow storuit 
against wluch he won linally unable to cont<'nd, losing 
his way and lKy:ouiiiig exhauHtod by his efforts. Al- 
though reHf*U4*d within a few hcniTH and conveyed to 
his home, the effei*ts of the cold and sliock of the ex- 
posure proved fatal, and he sarvivcnl only ten days. 
He dieil on Mart*h 8, 1833, and was buried in Spring- 
field Cemetery; his itidow ri'ceiving expn^^sions of 
Hympathy from the whole community*, throughout 
which both were held in esteem and respect. 

He was tall, portly, stnm^, with black eyes and hair, 
genial in hLs manner, talcot^Hl and witty, and rigidly 
honest in all his tlealings ; anfl is i>aid by those who 
were undcT his tuition, to hare lN*cn a gou«I (U»k!j|ilin* 
arian, of g«KMl attsunnifutH, ami sucrf^^^fid as a teacher. 
He wa.M alsfi a Hurvi*yc»r ami convrvaurer, and an ex- 
collont peiiniiUi withal. Many of bin l(*ual |)a]N*r«, and 
some of his niapn (which it may bu notioml are among 
tho inti^t n-<*ful and ini|iort:uit lfN*al mnpH of tluir 
tinu') still oxiHt, ami an; rfmark:ib]o for c!i»:inu»ss, ac- 
curacv, and ni-atnesx of oxn-ntion. Hih dextoritv, not- 
withstanding; the absenco of his left hand, has often 
been remarked upon, enabling him, among other 
things, to cut and shape quill pens (then exclusively 
used) with complete fiicility and skill, and to use his 
surveying instruments with readiness and rapidity. 

He held some few local positions and offices ; was 
appointed, in 1808, one of a committee of three to 
transcribe the Town records of Hempstead that were 
then in North Hempstead;^ in 1810 was elected od

flates for re-election as school iuspectorSy with whom 
he had had a diflference upon school matters the year 
before.* 

He was a member of the Masonic fraternity. The 
date of his atliiiission and his rank are not positively 
known, Khmusi* of the nvords of his Loilge having 
been burned in l<^.'{7y but Iiik n%;alia is said to have 
been icpleiidid in material :uitl ornanietitation, indica- 
ting: sofiie pnnniuent position in the Onler. 

Hi« wife was Jant» Douj^hty, a (Juaken»H«. Tliey 
weri» married at Roekaway, Au«;ust 30, 179i, by Rev. 
George Faitoute, Pastor of the Presbyterian Church, 
Jamaica. Kho was bom May 10, 17(i5, and died at 
Sjirin^^field. April 27, 1837. %She was daught<*r and 
third child ot Jacob and Abigail Doiij^hty, of Roek- 
away, and was no doiibt a deseentlaiit of Elian 
I)f>U::lity, son ot Rev. Francis l)ou;.rhty, who eame 
from Taunton to Long Island, in ir)41, and of vrliom 
Tliompson says : " It is beliovtHl that all families of 
that name in this part of the State are the descendants 
of tliis g4MitIeman."* The Doughty family were 
Quakei-s, and she was of the practical and serene tem- 
perament chamcteristic of her sect. She was an in- 
valuable helpmeet to her husband, and devoted, intel- 
ligent, discreet, and capable in governing her family,

When 
she* struck, the seliooner, Mary C. Elliott, which had 
also struck, was vijry near, and her Captain had gone 
for assistance. In the afti^moon he retum4d with the 
lifeboat of the station, whoso crew rescued the crew of 
the Elliot (whoso mate makes the statement), after 
which they came back to the bar with the lifeboat, to 
aid the crew of the Hall ; but the Captain of the Hall, 
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thinking he could save his vessel at high wntcr, de- 
clined their olfi^r of assistance, thanking the life>>oat 
crew for their kindness. The gale increased^ and at 
night the Hall went down with all on bonrd. Both he 
and his brotlior were indnstrions and intotli<|;cnt, and 
excellent sen men, and the sail news caused deep regret 
in the comnp.initv in which thej lived. His widow 
lives at Rock.iway ; eight chn.: 1, Eleanor, m.

daily at his ofli(*e where his two sons and a grandson 
are also engaged. 

He was marriod to Catharine Jane Bay lis of Spring- 
tield, Octol)er 2*\, 1836, at that phico, by llev. Elias W. 
Crane, pastor First Presbyterian Church, Jamaica. 
She was b. November 4, 1817, is dau. of John and 
Mary Baylis, and a lineal descendant of Elios Baylis 
(the line being 1 Eliofi, 2 Ephraim, 3 Epliroim, 4 John, 
and 5 Catharine J.) who was chairman of the Jamaica 
committee acting in concert with the Continental Con- 
gress during the Revolutionary War, and of whom the 
following notice appears in Onderdonk's Revolutionary 
Incidents, p. 1U7 : 

" Tht! day after WoodhuU's capture (August 29, 
177r>) Elias Baylis, chairman of the Jamaica commit- 
tee, was wttlkint; over to Nathaniel Smith's, at the one 
mile ^[ill, to hear the news, wlien be was arrested by 
41 neighbor, who wished to do something to ingratiate 
himself witli the British. When the venerable man, 
blind as he was, was brought before the British officer 
at Jamaica, he oxclaimed in surprise, 'Wliy do you 
bring this man here? He*s blind; be can do no 
harm/ The unfeeling wretch who had informed 
against him, replied : ' He*s blind, but he can talk.' 
Baylis did not attempt to conciliate the officer, but 
unfortunately <lropped a few words in vindication of 
the American cause. This was enough. He wtjfi shut 
up in the Presbyterian Church that night, and next 
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day carried io the prison at Now Utrecht. He was 
snbseqnently remored to the ProTO^t in New York. 
Daniel Duryee (aftonvards Asf^embh-nmn), TVm. Fnr- 
man, Wm. Creed, and two others, were pnt in one pew 
in New Utnu^ht church. Bnylis wanted them to get 
the Bible out of the pulpit and road to him. They 
feared to do it, but led the blind man to the pulpit 
steps. As 1m3 returned with it, a British pmnl met 
him, beat him violently, and took away the book. 
They were three weeks at New l^trecht, and then 
marched doMn to the prison ship. 

''Elias Basils was an elder of the Presbyterian 
Church, and stood high in the community for upright- 
ness and ability. He had a sweet voice, and could sing 
whole psalms and hymns from memory; it will not be sur- 
prising then to find him beguiling his dreary imprison- 
ment in singing, among others, the 142d Psalm. * * * 

''The ac^ecl man was visited in prison by his wife and 
daughter. After a confinement of about two months, 
at the intercession of his friends, he was released, 
barely in time to breathe his last without a prison's 
walls. He died in crossing the ferry with his daugh- 
ter." 

In connection with him it may be noted that in the 
same Church in which he was an elder, one of his des- 
cendants is an elder, another a deacon, and another a 
trustee, at the present time, two of them being in- 
cluded in this record. 

Judge Fo^idick and his wife are alRO members of the 
same Church, the Presbyterian in Jamaica Village, 
and live in that Village, where their surviving children 
and descendants also reside; six chn. — 1, Lewis L., b. 
July 21, 1837, at Springfield ; prepared for College at 
Union Hall Academy, Jamaica, under John N. Brinok-

1, Julia Emma Bennet, 
Aui^^ust -29, 1801, by Rev- P. D. Oakey, Pastor Presby- 
terian Church Jamaica. (Her fa., William, was son of 
Cornelius, who m.

THOMAS FOSD/CK, the tenth child of Samuel 
Fosdick, Jr., of Oyster Bay, wns bom in 1772, and waa 
therefore about fourteen when he went with his father 
to JDutchesH County. He probably remained there 
only a short time. He married, had one child, and 
died young. His wife's name is not known. His 
death occurred at his brother Nathaniers, whose wife 
gave this account of it. On the occasion of some pub- 
lic meeting or celebration where a company of young 
men was aBscmbled and tests of strength were being 
had, he attempted to raise a large anchor which not 
many could lift from the ground. He raised it to his 
knees, but as he did so was seized with hemorrhage. 
He was taken to his brother Nathaniers and it was 
checked for a time, but in the night it was renewed, 
and he died soon after, about twelve hours after he 
was taken. This was before 1798. His wife died 
previously. 

His child was named H.:VNNi^ H. She was brought 
up in the family of a Quaker, named Foster, married 
William Harper, and lived in Ulster County about 
twenty-five yean ago. Nothing further known.

SOLOJfOX FOSDICK, the twelfth and youngest 
chad of Samuel Fosdiek third, was bom April S, 1776, 
at Orstcr Bay; christened there by an Epkeopal 
minister; lived there until after his mothers death, 
which occurred when he was ten years of age ; accom- 
panied his father when he removed to Dutches?; 
County ; learned the trade of a carpenter and joiner ; 
was probabl}- near and may have lived %vith his brother 
Samuel in New Baltimore when he married. 

He married Anna Thome April 8, 179S, at New 
Baltimore on Coeymaus Patent, at the house of Abra- 
ham Potts. She was bom at Xorth Castle, Westches- 
ter County, March 2, 1777. She was p-anddaughtor 
of Steveuson Thome and Prudence Merritt, liis wife, 
of Westchester Co. Her parents removed from tliere 
to Coeymans Patent in 17S9. Her father died when 
she was sixteen. The family of her fntlier and that 
of Samuel Fosdick of New Baltimore were intimate. 
She may have beer related to SamucTs wife, who bore 
the same family name. Her family are understood to 
hare been Quakers. 
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Soon after his marriage he lived at Newbargb, 
removed to Bockawaj in 1803, remained there nntil 
the spring of 1«^08, when he went to Amsterdam, New 
York, after thrive years removed to Bcnsselaerrilley in 
the fall of 1819 removed to Boston, Eiie County, New 
York, where Jm remained the rest of liis life. 

He was very proud of his mother, with whom he 
was a pet and i.*ompanion, his sister Debbie being his 
associate. Ho took pleasure, in his family, in talking 
over recollections of his childhood life in Oyster Bay 
and of his brothers and sisters. Owing to his own 
early or}>hana<;o he was always very sympathetic and 
kind toward or]>han children. He availed himself of 
the opportunities afforded him by his various changes 
of residence of learning of the members of his father's 
family, and his interest in them was happily nupple- 
meuted by th<! interest taken in such matters by bis 
cliiUlren, the daughter of one of whom says : " Grand- 
mother and her older girls had a way of keeping some 
little tiling and using it as a memento to illustrate 
stories (»f eastt rn relations. In winter nights, in their 
lo|4 cabin, my parents were often talking of eastern 
f»ionds and rel itious." There arc yet pn»servcd among 
some of his descendants many of the gifts to his wife 
and daughters from his brothers and others. One 
instance is : About eighty-five years ago Morris gave 
to Ills sister-ill -law, Solomon's wife, a beautiful neck- 
lace of beads which she wore until her death, more 
than fifty year.s; they were then divided among her 
older daughters, one of whom wore her portion of 
them until her death, when her daughter came into 
possession of them, and, in 1880, gave some of them 
to the TiTiter, a grandson of the original donor of the 
gift seventy-five years before.

He was yomig when his bttier took him to Dnteheae 
County, had been tenderly reared^ left there joong, 
made his way iu life himRol^ c^'^oimtercd the hard- 
ships and priTstionci incident to self-snppOTt in a 
comparatiTcly now conntiy, and having been at one 
time a sailor, and at another a farmer, and again fol- 
lowing his occupation as carpenter and joiner, finally 
removed his family to the West, the females, children, 
and goods being in a covered wagon, and he and his 
eldest son Samuel attending on foot, Samael carrying 
the gnn of his grandfather referred to on a previous 
page, after the tedions jonrney of three weeks, settling 
and becoming a pioneer in a new, unsettled conntry,* 
there, by industry and self-denial, to meet with suffic- 
ient success, and to rear a family inured to the dis- 
comforts of pioneer life and splendidly endowed with 
the indei)riidence, Bclf-roliance, and sterling qualities 
of character which such a life educes and develops. 
A son writes: ** My father came to Western New York 
in 1819,. when it was the frontier, and we have all 
known what such a life was, hut as a family we strug- 
gled against poverty and ifi^uorance, until it is with 
some degree of pride that I review our record." 

He died in Boston, Erie County, New York, Feb- 
ruary 11, 1838. His funeral sermon was from II Cor. 
5:15. His wife died August 8, 1858. Monuments to 
both are erected in Bonton.
